_Loxpon, Oct. 2.—The Dake of Nassau was 
killed on the 24th ult., while riding with tbe 
King of Prussia and staff from Reims to 
Chalons, for the purpose of conferring with 
Prince Frederick Charles. In the thickest 
part of the wood there suddenly came out a 
double volley of musketry, from an ambush 
of France’s Tirreurs. The thitd carriage, 
containing the Duke and staff, was riddled 
with bullets.: One aid-de-camp was instantly 
killed, aud the Duke mortally wounded. 
The fifth carriage, containing the King, was 
also struck by several bullets, but no one 
hart. The woods were scoured by cavalry, 
witbout result. The Duke died on Sunday.
